Homeowner Dennis Jerrept 
was weeks away from demol¬ 
ishing his home of the last nine 
years when he decided to turn 
to popular seller website Kijiji 
to post a free house ad in hopes 
of someone taking the home 
off his property so he can build 


a larger one. 

“The house is fine and if it 
was just me and my wife living 
there, we would probably just 
do some minor things but with 
our two kids, it’s too small for 
four people,” he said, of his two- 
storey, 800-square-foot house. 

Since posting on Sunday, 
the ad had been viewed almost 
30,000 times at press time 
and Jerrept has had countless 
emails from people inquir¬ 
ing about moving it, but also 
misunderstanding the ad com¬ 
pletely and thinking they could 
move in on the spot. 

Building moving experts say 
the feat of moving the home 
would be difficult. 

Dan Bilsborrow, owner of 
Bilsborrow Building Mover’s 
Ltd., said the cost of moving a 
home “can be significant.”

Mdver, Prentice 
scurry to collect 
party signatures 

The race to lead the 
province’s Progressive 
Conservatives officially 
began Thursday as two 
candidates picked up their 
nomination forms. 

Former federal cabinet 
minister Jim Prentice used 
social media to send a 
picture of himself picking 
up the paperwork. His 
caption read, “Off to col¬ 
lect signatures.” 

Calgaiy legislature 
member Ric Mclver 
directed supporters to the 
party website and urged 
them to take out member¬ 
ships. 

Both candidates had 
to deliver a $20,000 non- 
refimdable deposit. They 
must pay another $30,000 
when nominations close 
at the end of the month 
and deliver 500 signatures 
from party members en¬ 
dorsing their nomination. 

There must be 100 
names each from five re¬ 
gions: Edmonton, Calgaiy, 
north, south and central. 

Jobs Minister Thomas 
Lulcaszulc has said he may 
run as well but has yet to 
confirm. 

Prentice is considered 
the front-runner but has 
yet to speak about his vi¬ 
sion for Alberta. 

Mclver, who stepped 
down as infrastructure 
minister to enter the 
race, is promising to 
run a populist campaign 
intended to eradicate 
spending scandals that 
helped bring down former 
premier Alison Redford. 

There are to be a series 
of roundtable discussions 
between the contend¬ 
ers starting May 24 in 
Edmonton and May 31 in 
Calgary, the Canadian press

The RCMP have taken to the 
friendly skies and Edmonton 
police are just a few weeks 
away, as both police agencies 
add drones to their arsenal. 

The RCMP amassed 10 
drones earlier this year, ac¬ 
cording to Fort McMurray 
Cpl. Mark Podesky, a collision 


analyst. 

Podesky uses his drone 
to take aerial photos of col¬ 
lisions. He said the drones 
cover a wide area and show 
things that can be hard to see 
otherwise. 

“It just gives a different 
perspective. It gives that aer¬ 
ial view of a collision scene,” 
he said. 

He brought the device to 
an Edmonton Police Services 
training event on collision re¬ 
construction on Thursday. 

Podesky said the RCMP is 
only planning to use drones 
for collision photos and not 
surveillance. 

He said the machines are 
regulated with Transport

costs about $12,000 fully 
outfitted, including two 
cameras, one of which of¬ 
fers a live feed to the officer 
on the ground.

Canada and can’t fly over 500 
feet. 

EPS acting Staff Sgt. Gary 
Lamont said they have their 


own drone camera and hope 
to have it take off soon. 

“We have it. We just are 
in the process of training and 
getting the proper approvals 
in place,” he said. 

Lamont said aerial photos 
allow officers to better see 
where a vehicle was headed 
and pick up things like tire 
marks and other indicators. 

“Some of these aerial 
photos are veiy, veiy good at 
helping us investigate and tiy 
to determine how things hap¬ 
pen,” he said. 

Lamont said right now 
they are using fire depart¬ 
ment ladder trucks to get 
similar photos, so this will be 
a great improvement.

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City looking at $2.2-million 
snow-clearing investment 



New proposal. 

Standard schedule for 
residential cleaning 
recommended 


A $2.2-million boost to city 
snow-clearing operations 
could clear the way around 
school zones, remove snow 
from the sides of main roads 
and clear windrows from 
driveways, under a proposal 
councillors will review next 
week. 

The report also proposes 
a more defined schedule for 
residential snow-clearing and 
a 48-hour standard for clear¬ 
ing sidewalks and trails near 
city-owned facilities. 

Gord Cebiylc, transporta¬ 
tion operations manager, 
said the review was meant 
to address some issues 
that consistently pop up in 
Edmonton. 

“You can’t address every 
situation, so let’s try to put

together a package that will 
address the majority of the 
situations,” he said. 

The standardized pro¬ 
cess for residential blading 
would divide the city into 
zones, with each zone getting 
a day of the week for clear¬ 
ing. Cebrylc said they hope 
that would help residents get 
their vehicles off the road. 

“You have to give them 
a degree of certainty. They 
can’t keep their vehicle off 
the road all week,” he said. 

Cebiylc said last year the 
city tested having equipment 
clear driveways of windrows, 
and they would like to make 
it permanent. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 


at first glance he likes the 
recommendations, but he’s 
not sure why the city isn’t 
considering a parking ban for 
residential clearing. 


“I think they do improve 
the service, but I don’t know 
if it actually goes far enough,” 
he said. 

Knack said a parking ban 


for the five or so times the 
city does residential blading 
could provide better service 
at less cost and should be 
considered.

Whitemud. 

Road should 
stay at 80 
km/h: City 

The city’s transportation de¬ 
partment is putting the brakes 
on any plan to increase the 
speed limit on the Whitemud, 
worried it will lead to a more 
dangerous situation on the 
road. 

The report, in response to 
a council request last summer, 
identifies the roadway as hav¬ 
ing many more collisions than 
the Yellowhead and Anthony 
Henday Drive. 

“By far the Whitemud had 
the highest collision rates, so 
based on that the recommen¬ 
dation is we continue to have 
the 80 km/h speed limit,” said 
Gord Cebiylc, transportation’s 
manager of operations. 

He said the road’s design 
sets up more conflict and it 
would be unwise to speed it 
up. 

“The Whitemud is really 
not a true freeway, it would 
be considered an expressway, 
so the distances between the 
interchanges is much shorter,” 
he said. 

Coun. Biyan Anderson said 
he believes, at this point, the 
best thing council can do is 
follow city administration’s 
advice.

Drunk driver convicted in deaths of 3 men

A judge has convicted a 
drunk driver of manslaugh¬ 
ter for killing three young 
men when his pickup truck 
plowed through their car at 
199 km/h. 

Court heard Jonathan 
Pratt had a blood-alcohol 
level nearly three times the 
legal limit when rescue crews 


found him underneath his 
mangled Dodge Ram near 
Beaumont, just southeast 
of Edmonton, in November 
2011. 

The only other people 
at the scene were the three 
victims — crushed to death 
in their demolished Pontiac 
Grand Am. 


Manslaughter is a rare 
conviction in a drunk-driving 
case, but Crown prosecutor 
Ryan Pollard said the stark 
facts called for the charges, 
even though there have been 
less than a dozen convictions 
in past cases involving deadly 
crashes across the country. 

Pratt’s lawyer had argued 


that his client hadn’t been 
driving that night, but the 
defence didn’t call any wit¬ 
nesses, not even Pratt, to say 
who might have been behind 
the wheel. 

Queen’s Bench Justice 
Paul Belzil ruled it would 
have been “practically impos¬ 
sible” for a mystery driver to 


walk away unharmed from 
the “catastrophic collision.” 
Pratt, 30, suffered a broken 
leg and head injuiy and 
spent the next six weeks in 
hospital. 

Court heard there were no 
footprints in the snow at the 
crash site.

Emergency crews were on 
scene at a north-end con¬ 
struction site Thursday mor¬ 
ning after an 18-year-old 
worker was found uncon¬ 
scious at the bottom of a 
ventilation shaft. 

The young man’s injuries 
comes on the same day the 
province released new meas¬ 
ures to combat workplace 
injuries. 

Occupational Health and 


Safety released few details 
on the incident, but did 
confirm the young man was 
working on a platform half a 
metre above the ground be¬ 
fore the fall. 

The victim was rushed to 
the Royal Alexandra Hospi¬ 
tal after a co-worker found 
him lying unconscious on 
the ground. 

“It’s unclear if he climbed 
up to a height and fell,” said 


Brookes Merritt, a spokes¬ 
person for OHS. “He was 
working very close to the 
ground and when the other 
worker (found him), he was 
unconscious on the ground.” 

Starting this summer, 
OHS officers will be com¬ 
pleting citywide inspections 
on construction sites in 
hopes of reducing worker 
injuries. 

Thomas Lukas zulc, min¬ 


ister of jobs, skills, training 
and labour, said even the 
most innocuous work-site 
conditions can be danger¬ 
ous. 

“It’s the little things that 
will get you,” Lulcaszuk 
said. “Just like this, not be¬ 
ing careful, not looking out, 
falling from a short distance 
can often be as lethal as 
great heights.”

Anina Hundsdoerfer. 
Friends grieve for 
Edmonton scientist 


Friends of Anina Hundsdoerfer 
want people to remember the 
Edmonton woman as a warm, 
loving person, with a beautiful 
smile. 

Edmonton police con¬ 
firmed Thursday that human 
remains found near Nordegg, 
Alta., were those of the 32-year- 
old government scientist who 
had been missing for more 
than seven weeks. 

After receiving the 
news Thursday, friends of 
Hundsdoerfer said they will 
mourn the loss of their friend. 

“Now what it allows us to 
do is grieve for Anina,” said 
Hundsdoerfer’s former room¬ 
mate Caroline Hendley. “In 
some ways that’s not been 


something we could really let 
ourselves do completely. 

“We can grieve for our lost, 
dear friend.” 

As a forest entomologist, 
German-bom Hundsdoerfer 
was described as a lover of 
nature and the outdoors, who 
had a true appreciation for her 
adopted province and country. 

“I would like people to 
remember her spark, her en¬ 
thusiasm, her love for discov¬ 
ering,” Hendley said. “She was 
a real scientist at heart.” 

Last seen March 22 in 
Edmonton, the search for 
Hundsdoerfer had moved to 
the Rocky Mountain House 
area when RCMP discovered 
the scientist’s car parked along 
a forested area. While search ef¬ 
forts had been plagued by poor 
weather, rescuers received a tip 
earlier this week from a grader 
operator working in the area. 

Edmonton police were in¬ 
vestigating her disappearance 
as a missing person’s case, but 
have determined her death 
was non-criminal in nature and 
have closed their investigation.

EDMONTON’S BRUTALIST 
ARCHITECTURE HERITAGE 


Just off of Whyte Avenue, 
tucked behind the Tirecraft, a 
tribute to graffiti art forms is 
now mounted for all to see — 
and add to — as part of a city 
pilot project. 

The city’s second Open 
Source Street Art free wall 
was officially unveiled on 
Thursday to encourage street 
artists to practise their craft 
in a legal area. 

“This project is unique to 
any other city in the world,” 
said Sharon Chapman, com¬ 
munity relations senior pro¬ 
gram planner. 

Artist AJ Louden said this 


mural, which he and a group 
of friends produced over 
three days, pays homage to 
the graffiti craft. 

“I wanted to show more 
what people really imagine 
when they think traditional 
graffiti,” he said. 

The first Open Source 
Street art free wall was un¬ 
veiled at Tweedle Place tennis 
building in September.

Whenever architectural de¬ 
signs are unveiled, you can bet 
on backlash — some fieiy angst 
that sees gaudiness where the 
architects saw formidableness. 

It happened with Gene 
Dub’s 1988 city hall design and 
it happened 20 years later with 
Randall Stout’s Art Galleiy of 
Alberta, both of which were 
built on the graves of their for¬ 
mer modernist incarnations. 

But the equally fervent 
backlash for the redesign of 
the Stanley A. Milner Libraiy 
beside these landmarks is 
markedly different. The anger 
is less about the new drawings 
and more about what it would 
replace: a hat-shaped concrete 
block that epitomizes the less- 
is-more esthetic of the 1960s. 

If city council votes in 
favour of a $56-million redesign 
this fall, we may soon have a 
sleek new libraiy that comple¬ 
ments city hall’s pyramid

shapes and the AGA’s steel 
exterior. Perhaps if it was the 
first of the Winston Churchill 
Square landmarks to go there 
would be fewer critics. But at 
just 47 years old, it’s an import¬ 
ant plot point in the stoiy of 
Edmonton’s architecture, a 
stoiy that’s becoming harder 
to tell. 

Even if you’re the type who 
views the current libraiy as a 
drab disfigurement and who 
ooh-la-las at Teeple Architects 
and Architecture ATB’s new 
renderings (I count myself as 
one of them), the question of 
whether we need to keep even 
our most undesirable buildings 
is not one to gloss over. Nor is 
it unique to Edmonton and its 
fast-changing urban identity. 

Llewellyn Hinlces-Jones 


put it best in a 2012 article in 
The Atlantic titled The Case 
for Saving Ugly Buildings. 

He wrote: “These behemoth 
structures of Beton brut, most 
built in the 1960s and ’70s, 
are slowly crumbling from 
wear and disrepair, ignored by 
communities that no longer 
want the burden of upkeep of 
a giant, lifeless rock. But even 
horrendously ugly and soulless 
abominations are part of our 
architectural heritage and 
need to be preserved for future 
generations.” 

He was talking about build¬ 
ings in Manhattan, D.C. and 
France, but he might as well 
have been talking about city 
hall, the art galleiy and, maybe 
soon, the libraiy. (And all three, 
by the way, were once named 


as the best buildings in the city 
by architectural critic Trevor 
Boddy, a former Edmontonian.) 

Of course, the question of 
redesigning the libraiy isn’t 
just about esthetics. The inside- 
and-out re-imagining of the 
Milner Building would make 
it more energy-efficient and 
purposeful as it moves from 
simply being a place of books 
to a community gathering 
place. For a building that is 
supposed to appeal to people 
of all classes, it feels rather un¬ 
welcoming, what with its lack 
of windows and impenetrable 
north wall. 

And the Milner already 
suffers from a reputation as 
an unclean, unsafe place, so 
a glamorous new body could 
help dispel the stigma attached 
to it. 

Perhaps, then, a better 
option is to build the libraiy a 
home, perhaps in partnership 
with the Galleria project, and 
preserve the Milner so it can be 
re-purposed as office space. It 
wouldn’t be cheap, but it’s hard 
to put a price tag on heritage.

Skippy is a crash test 
dummy, and his demise was 
pre-written into several colli¬ 
sions staged at an Edmonton 
police training course in ac¬ 
cident reconstruction held 
Thursday. 

The police used the course 
as a backdrop to remind drivers 
and pedestrians to stay safe as 
the long weekend approaches. 

Acting Staff Sgt. Gary La- 
mont said unfortunately, col¬ 


lision scenes like the one with 
Skippy are all too common. It’s 
something police have to pre¬ 
pare for. 

“Anywhere from a third 
to a half of our fatalities in a 
given year are pedestrians or 
bicycles,” he said. 

Lamont said the May Long 
Weekend is a particularly bad 
time for collisions, and as a re¬ 
sult, police will be out in full 
force. 

“It’s going to continue right 
through the weekend, right 


through Monday and we’re go¬ 
ing to be seeing some special 
enforcement initiatives,” he 
said. 

Lamont emphasized driv¬ 
ers should slow down, leave 
extra time and, most import¬ 
antly, drive sober, but he also 
suggested pedestrians exercise 
caution. 

“Please stop and look. It 
doesn’t matter if you have 
that walk sign or a green light, 
make sure eveiyone is stopped 
before you step out.”

Tom Mulcair stood his ground 
Thursday throughout an un¬ 
precedented two-hour grilling 
by a Commons committee over 
the NDP’s allegedly improper 
use of parliamentaiy resources.

Nothing he said persuaded 
Toiy and Liberal MPs on the 
procedure and House affairs 
committee, who continued to 
allege the NDP has been using 
taxpayers’ money to pay for 
partisan activities, in violation 
of parliamentaiy rules. 

But none of their questions 
elicited any new ammunition 


with which to target the NDP. 

“In seven years sitting on 
this committee, I have never 
seen a witness as evasive as this 
witness,” said Conservative MP 
Stephen Woodworth, a lawyer 
who handled the questioning 
from the government side. 

“In my 36 years in govern¬ 
ment, Mr. Woodworth, I’ve 
never seen the governing party 
get together with its hand¬ 
maiden in the third party to 
convene (an interrogation of) 
the leader of the Opposition,” 
shot back Mulcair, dismissing 
the spectacle as a partisan lean-

University offers to 
reinstate fired professor 


The president of the Univer¬ 
sity of Saskatchewan says the 
school is willing to return ten¬ 
ure to a professor who was fired 
over a letter he wrote critical of 
budget cuts. 

Robert Buckingham was 
terminated this week after the 
Opposition New Democrats 
released his letter in the legis¬ 
lature. 

University president Ilene 
Busch-Vishniac says that aca¬ 
demic freedom and tenure “are 
sacrosanct” at the university. 

But she also says the case of 
Buckingham, who was execu¬ 
tive director of the School of 
Public Health, is not one of aca¬ 
demic freedom. 

“Dr. Buckingham was re¬ 
moved from his executive dir¬ 
ector position for acting con- 
traiy to the expectations of his 
leadership role,” Busch-Vish- 
niac said in a release Thursday. 

“Dr. Robert Buckingham, 
who was terminated from his 
position on May 14, will not re¬ 
turn to that leadership position. 
He will, however, be offered a 
tenured faculty position.” 


A heavy-handed response

Busch-Vishniac said confu¬ 
sion had stemmed from differ¬ 
ing interpretations of his con¬ 
tract.

Conflict comes as 
Palestinians gather

Israeli troops shot dead two 
Palestinian teens in a West 
Bank clash that erupted 
Thursday after Palestinians 
marked their uprooting dur¬ 
ing the Mideast war over Is¬ 
rael’s 1948 creation, a doctor 
said. 

Three Palestinians were 
wounded, one seriously, when 
Israeli troops fired to disperse 
stone throwers near an Israeli 
militaiy checkpoint in the 
West Bank, said Dr. Samir 
Saliba, head of the emergency 
department at Ramallah Hos¬ 
pital. 

Saliba said those killed 
were 15 and 17 years old and 


were shot by live rounds in the 
chest. The seriously wounded 
protester was also shot in the 
upper body, he said. 


Israeli police spokesman 
Micky Rosenfeld said troops 
broke up a “disturbance” in 
the area, but did not use live 


fire. 

The Israeli army, which 
also was present, said security 
forces attempted to disperse a 


demonstration of about 150 
protesters with “riot dispersal 
means and rubber bullets.” It 
said it was still investigating. 

The clash came just hours 
after Palestinians marched in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
to commemorate their dis¬ 
placement in the Mideast war 
over Israel’s 1948 creation. 

Sirens wailed at noon in 
Ramallah and elsewhere in 
the West Bank for 66 seconds 
to symbolize the number of 
years since the “Nalcba,” or 
“catastrophe” in Arabic — the 
term Palestinians use to de¬ 
scribe their displacement. 

Israel defeated the armies 
of surrounding Arab states 
that had attacked after the 
Jewish state was declared in 
1948. 

More than 700,000 Pales¬ 
tinians fled or were forced 
out during the fighting, ac¬ 
cording to the United Nations. 
Many of the refugees and 
their descendants still live

ate the event — and the 
dispute over the fate of 
the Palestinian refugees 
remains at the core of the 
Arab-lsraeli conflict.

Ferry sinks in 
Bangladesh river 

A ferry carrying more than 
100 passengers capsized 
and sank Thursday in a 
river in central Bangladesh 
after being hit by a storm, 
and eight bodies have been 
recovered, an official said.

Terror suspect Hassan Diab is 
turning to the Supreme Court 
of Canada in a bid to halt his 
extradition to France. 

The move comes after the 
Ontario Court of Appeal dis¬ 
missed the Ottawa sociology 
professor’s bid to avoid being 
surrendered as a suspect in a 
decades-old terrorist bombing. 

The appeal court said a low¬ 
er-court judge, and subsequent¬ 
ly the federal justice minister, 
made no legal errors in coming 
to the conclusion Diab should 
be extradited to France. 

France suspects Diab, 60, 
was involved in the anti-Semitic 


bombing of a Paris synagogue 
in 1980 that killed four people 
and injured dozens of others. 

Diab has steadfastly de¬ 
nied involvement, saying the 
unwavering moral principle 
throughout his life has been 
promoting equality and respect. 

In June 2011, Ontario Su¬ 
perior Court Justice Robert Mar- 
anger committed Diab for extra¬ 
dition to face French authorities 
despite acknowledging the case 
against him was weak. The fol¬ 
lowing April, then-justice min¬ 
ister Rob Nicholson signed an 
extradition order surrendering 
Diab to France, the Canadian press

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Death toll over 280 as Turkey 
grieves for those lost in tragedy 


Soma coal mine. 

No miner has been 
brought out alive since 
dawn Wednesday 


Women sang improvised bal¬ 
lads about the departed over 
freshly dug graves Thursday, 
even as baclchoes carved row 
upon row of graves into the 
dirt and hearses lined up out¬ 
side the cemeteiy with more 
victims of Turkey’s worst 
mining disaster. 

Rescue teams recovered an¬ 
other eight victims, raising the 
death toll to 282, with some 
142 people still unaccounted 
for, according to government 
figures. The disaster Tuesday 
has set off protests around Tur¬ 
key and thrown Prime Minister 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan’s presi¬ 
dential ambitions off stride. 
Blackening his reputation fur¬ 
ther, one of Erdogan’s aides was 
accused of kicking a protester 


on the ground. 

At a graveyard in the west¬ 
ern town of Soma, where coal 
mining has been the main 
industry for decades, women 
wailed loudly in an improvised 
display of mourning. They 
swayed and sang songs about 
their relatives as the bodies 
were taken from coffins and 
lowered into their graves. Pic¬ 
tures of the lost relatives were 
pinned onto their clothing. 

“The love of my life is gone,” 
some sang, chanting the names 
of dead miners. No miner has 
been brought out alive since 
dawn Wednesday from the 
Soma coal mine where the ex¬ 
plosion and fire took place. 

Energy Minister Taner Yildiz 
on Thursday announced that a 
fire inside the mine was dying 
down, offering hope that rescu¬ 
ers would soon be able to speed 
up their search for those mis¬ 
sing. Turkish President Abdul¬ 
lah Gul described the events in 
Soma as “a huge disaster.”

Putin: Ukraine must pay 
in advance for Russian gas

Ukraine must pay in advance 
for Russian gas supplies starting 
next month, Russian President 
Vladimir Putin said Thursday, 
raising pressure on the strug¬ 
gling neighbour as Moscow 
voiced dismay over what it 
says is Ukraine’s reluctance to 
implement an international 
peace plan. 

Putin said in a letter to Euro¬ 
pean leaders that Ukraine’s 
debt for Russian gas supplies 
has reached $3.5 billion, and 
because of its refusal to pay 
Moscow, it will have to switch 
to prepaid gas deliveries start¬ 
ing from June 1. 

The Russian president first 
warned of the move in April 
in a letter to European lead¬ 
ers, whose nations are custom¬ 
ers of Russian state-controlled 
Gazprom, a natural gas giant. 
Ukraine serves as a major con¬ 
duit for Russian gas supplies to 
Europe, and pricing disputes 
have led to past shutdowns. 

Putin said that gas talks in¬ 
volving Russia, Ukraine and the 
European Union have failed 
to reach a compromise, and 
pointed at Ukraine’s refusal to 
pay even though it has received 
a $3.2-billion bailout from the 
International Monetaiy Fund. 

Ukraine says it would pay if 
Moscow restores the price dis¬ 


counts cancelled after the top¬ 
pling of pro-Russian President 
Viktor Yanukovych in Februaiy 
after months of protests. 

Pro-Russian insurgents in 
the Donetsk and Luhanslc re¬ 
gions of Ukraine declared in¬ 
dependence after a referendum 
Sunday, which was rejected as a 
sham by Ukraine’s government 
and the West. 

Those in Donetsk even 
asked to join Russia, but the 
Kremlin has clearly signalled 
it has no intention to do so in 
an apparent hope to negotiate a 
settlement to the worst Russia- 


West crisis in a generation. 

Kyiv and the West alleged 
Russia was fomenting the un¬ 
rest, which Moscow denies. 

Moscow supported a Swiss- 
brolcered peace plan, calling 
for ending hostilities, providing 
amnesty to rebels and urging a 
nationwide dialogue between 
the government and its foes on 
decentralization and the status 
of the Russian language. 

Ukraine has remained cool 
to the proposal, saying it fails 
to require any Russian action 
to de-escalate the crisis.

While the number of Can¬ 
adians using social media 
appears to be edging up 
gradually toward a possible 
plateau, mobile growth is 
strong, according to a new 
report. 

Almost two-thirds of the 
4,009 anglophone Canadians 
polled by telephone late last 
year for the Media Technol¬ 
ogy Monitor said they had 
used social media in the past 
month, while about one in 
four said they avoided social 
networking, and 11 per cent 



said they did not even use 
the Internet. 

Of the Internet users, 
71 per cent said they were 
active social media users, up 


just three percentage points 
from 2012. 

But there was significant 
growth in the number of 
respondents using a mobile 
device to access social net¬ 
works. 

Just over three in five so¬ 
cial media users said they 
used a smartphone to read 
or post in the past month, up 
by 20 per cent from the pre¬ 
vious year. 

And about one in three 
said they used a tablet to log 
on to their social networks, 
up by about 50 per cent. 

Faceboolc maintained 
its huge lead over its social 
media rivals in the past year. 
About 93 per cent said they 
were on Faceboolc, compared 
to 31 per cent for Linlcedln 
and 27 per cent for Twitter.

United States survey 


Honeybees had 
not-as-badyear 

Nearly one out of four 
American honeybee col¬ 
onies died this winter — a 
loss that’s not quite as bad 
as recent years, says a new 
U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture survey of beekeepers. 

Under siege from 
parasites, disease, pesticide 
use, nutrition problems 
and a mysterious sudden 
die-off, 23 per cent of bee 
colonies failed and experts 
say that’s considerably less 
than the previous year or 
the eight-year average of 30 
per cent losses. “It’s better 
news than it could have 
been,” said Dennis van 
Engelsdorp, a University of 
Maiyland entomology prof 
who led the survey.

Three lawyers representing 
Al-Jazeera English journalists 
on trial in Egypt abruptly quit 
the case Thursday, accusing 
the network of using the ar¬ 
rest of their staff to tarnish 
the countiy’s image. 

The move prompted one 
of the accused, Canadian- 
Egyptian Mohammed Fahmy, 
to shout from behind bars 
that “we are very angry with 
the way this is unfolding.” 

A human rights lawyer 
criticized the decision by 
the three lawyers, calling 
the courtroom declarations 
a “bad omen” for the jour¬ 
nalists held since December 


on charges of belonging to 
and aiding a terrorist group, 
namely the Muslim Brother¬ 
hood and of fabricating foot¬ 
age to undermine Egypt’s na¬ 
tional security. 

In addition to the three 


journalists, 14 other people 
are charged in the case. All 
but nine are being tried in 
absentia, though one newly 
arrested defendant attended 
the trial for the first time 
Thursday. Other defendants 


include student supporters 
of the Brotherhood, includ¬ 
ing a son of a high-ranking 
leader Mohammed el-Beltagy. 
The journalists say they have 
no relationship with the stu¬ 
dents.

Sudan, Muslim-born 
woman sentenced to death 
for marriage to Christian 


A Muslim-by-birth Sudanese 
woman who married a Chris¬ 
tian man was sentenced to 
death Thursday after she re¬ 
fused to recant her Christian 
faith, her lawyer said. 

Meriam Ibrahim, whose 
father was Muslim but her 
mother was an Orthodox 
Christian from Ethiopia, 
was convicted of “apostasy” 
on Sunday and given four 
days to repent and escape 
death, lawyer Al-Shareef Ali 
al-Shareef Mohammed said. 
The 26-year-old, who is eight 
months pregnant, was sen¬ 
tenced after that grace period 


expired, Mohammed said. 

Mohammed said Ibrahim’s 
Muslim father left her moth¬ 
er when she was a child and 
her mother raised her as a 
Christian. 

The court in the capital, 
Khartoum, also ordered that 
Ibrahim be given 100 lashes 
for committing “zena” — an 
Arabic word for illegitimate 
sex — for having sexual rela¬ 
tions with her husband, Dan¬ 
iel Wani, a Christian from 
southern Sudan who has U.S. 
citizenship, according to the 
lawyer and judicial officials.

Saudi officials fear spread 
of MERS virus at Mecca 


Pilgrimage. Mecca 
sees around 2 million 
pilgrims from around 
the world packed into 
close quarters as they 
visit Islam's holiest site 


Officials in Saudi Arabia are 
raising alarm that the kingdom 
is not doing enough to prevent 
Mecca from becoming a route 
for exporting an often deadly 
respiratoiy virus as millions 
of Muslims from around the 
world converge on the city to 
perform pilgrimage at Islam’s 
holiest site. 

The calls have taken on 
greater urgency as Saudi Arabia 
struggles to contain a surge in 
infections from the Middle East 
respiratoiy syndrome, or MERS. 

The country has seen the 
most infections worldwide 
by far — more than 500 since 
2012 — and in past weeks the 


numbers have accelerated with 
several deaths reported nearly 
eveiy day and new infections 
often numbering in the double 
digits. 

So far Mecca, near the west¬ 
ern Red Sea coast, has seen 
fewer cases than other parts of 
Saudi Arabia. Since the corona- 
virus was first discovered in 
2012, there have been two an¬ 
nual hajj pilgrimages to the 
city, and neither saw instances 
of pilgrims being infected. 

Most of the cases that have 
appeared outside Saudi Arabia, 
including two in the United 
States, have been from foreign¬ 
ers returning home from work 
in the kingdom or from Saudis 
travelling abroad. 

But as the number of cases 
rises in the kingdom, the 
concern is that there are not 
enough precautions being 
taken in Mecca, an obvious 
potential hotspot for spread¬ 
ing the disease. Experts say the 
Saudi Health Ministry needs 
to move faster to create more

awareness, promote aggressive 
testing in hospitals and take 
precautions among medical 
staff — who make up a signifi¬ 
cant portion of the infected be¬ 
cause of improper conditions. 

Mecca sees a constant 
stream of pilgrims throughout 
the year from around the world, 
and their numbers swell during 
the holy month of Ramadan, 
which begins in late June. 

The hajj pilgrimage — 


which Islam says is a duty of 
all able-bodied Muslims to 
perform once in their lives 
— brings even more gigantic 
crowds: Some two million pil¬ 
grims from all over the world, 
packed into the close quarters 
as they visit the Kaaba, Islam’s 
holiest site, and other locations 
in and around Mecca for a per¬ 
iod of around five days. This 
year, hajj starts in early October. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion said Wednesday the virus 
does not yet constitute a global 
health emergency. 

Worldwide, WHO has con¬ 
firmations of at least 572 cases, 
including 173 deaths. 

The vast majority has been 
in Saudi Arabia — 160 dead 
and 514 confirmed cases since 
2012, according to government 
figures. 

MERS often starts with flu¬ 
like symptoms but can lead to 
pneumonia, breathing prob¬ 
lems and in severe cases, kid¬ 
ney failure and death.

Court deems memory 
delete akin to murder 


Ruling. Crown moves 
forward with first- 
degree murder charge 
after man alters 
ex-wife’s ebrain

Crown lawyers argued in Su¬ 
preme Court Thursday that 
the judiciaiy has the legal 
foundation to proceed with 
the prosecution of Orazio 
Rowe over a first-degree mur¬ 
der charge for the alleged 
non-consensual alteration of 
his ex-wife’s ebrain. 

The Crown alleges Rowe, 
CEO of the electronic im¬ 
mortality firm eForever, 
altered the ebrain of his ex- 
wife Lorena Antuma, deleting 
many of her memories and 
changing her personality to 
be more submissive. 

The Crown claims An¬ 
tuma, a mathematics profes¬ 
sor, divorced Rowe in 2059, 


but returned to a relationship 
with him last year. Accord¬ 
ing to the Crown’s case, the 
hacking went unnoticed for 
six months, until friends and 
family became suspicious of 
her memory loss and person¬ 
ality change, and contacted 
police. 

Rowe and Antuma were 
both early adopters of elec¬ 
tronic immortality. 

Antuma was a subject in a 
clinical study at MIT in 2045, 
after a car accident left her 
grievously injured. Her family 
agreed to have her brain cop¬ 
ied and downloaded to an 
avatar. The MIT researchers 
used a nano probe, which was 
in beta-testing at the time, to 
copy her brain’s neural path¬ 
ways, only hours before she 
died. 

In 2045, avatars were more 
rudimentaiy than today’s 
models. Antuma’s first avatar 
was a generic model that had 
limited physical functionality, 
best described by many ob¬ 
servers as “robotic.” 

Antuma bought a new 
avatar from Rowe’s company,

eForever, in 2050. At the time, 
she blogged about how it 
looked exactly like she did at 
age 25, but “just a little bet¬ 
ter at everything, from rock 
climbing to public speaking.” 

She also entrusted the se¬ 
curity of her ebrain and its 
backups to eForever’s security 
wing, and that is how Rowe 
was able to access it and make 
fundamental alterations, the 
Crown alleges. 

Rowe began making cop¬ 
ies of his own brain in 2038, 
in the early days of eForever. 
He become the first person to 
willingly end his natural life 
and opt for electronic immor¬ 


tality when he stopped his 
heart from beating at a press 
conference in 2043, boosting 
the public profile of his com¬ 
pany. 

Crown lawyer Nina Wilson 
argued Monday that the facts 
of the case support its pros¬ 
ecution. “Lorena Antuma’s 
life was electronic, but it was 
hers and she lived it to the 
fullest. When Orazio Rowe 
altered that life and changed 
her veiy essence and personal¬ 
ity to make her more compli¬ 
ant to his will, he killed what 
made her who she was,” said 
Wilson. “The Crown’s case 
will present evidence that 



will show, 
beyond a 
shadow of 
a doubt, 
that not 
only is 
Orazio 
Rowe re¬ 
sponsible for 
this crime, the 
changes are ir¬ 
reversible — and 
thus amount to 
murder.” 

The court case 
comes as the federal 
government is tiying to 
pass the Protecting Elec¬ 
tronic Canadians from Vio¬ 
lent Crime and Fraud Act. A 
government spokesperson 
said, if passed, the legisla¬ 
tion would make it easier for 
the police and prosecutors to 
hold those guilty of crimes 
against electronic persons re¬ 
sponsible. 

Antuma’s mother, Hea¬ 
ther Antuma, said the altered 
version of her daughter has 
moved back to the family 
home and is receiving cutting- 
edge and traditional therapy, 


while 
she 
struggles 
to understand 
what happened to her, 
but the influence of Rowe’s 
alleged alterations remain 
strong, causing her signifi¬ 
cant distress. 

The Antuma family has 
asked for privacy in this dif¬ 
ficult time.

A Toronto man has become 
the first Canadian in nearly 
20 years to be charged with 
recldess driving, after a 
police drone spotted him 
manually controlling his 
own vehicle on Highway 
401. 

According to the GTA 
PD, 23-year-old James Lauda 
hacked the autopilot and 
drove for nearly seven kilo¬ 
metres, with his hands on 
the drive stick. 

Police were alerted to 
Lauda after numerous wit¬ 


nesses reported seeing a 
vehicle travelling erratically 
on the highway Thursday 
evening. The aerial drone 
was dispatched and disabled 
the vehicle with an electro¬ 
magnetic pulse. 

“It was quite a shock,” 
said Nikki Sanders, who 
spotted Lauda near the GTA 
Hover Port. “He was speed¬ 
ing up and slowing down, 
and changing lanes at ran¬ 
dom. It’s a miracle no one 
was hurt.” 

After being taken into 


custody, surveillance footage 
of Lauda’s reckless joyride 
was uploaded to the federal 
system’s traffic court div¬ 
ision. A justice algorithm 
took nine milliseconds 


to find him guilty on two 
counts of vehicular tamper¬ 
ing and one count of reckless 
driving. Const. Jim Ellesmere

ROBOT ROMP ENDS 
IN LAWSUIT

A Nova Scotia man is suing a 
pleasure provider after the sex- 
bot he rented behaved erratic¬ 
ally during their night together 
last Saturday. 

Andy Smith is suing for 
$100,000 in damages he alleges 
were made to his vehicle when 
the sex worker began pound¬ 
ing the windshield with her 
fists and slashed the hood of 
his vehicle. 

“Smith felt like a helpless 
victim during the encounter, 
and there wasn’t any way 
to reason with the sex- 
bot,” his lawyer told 
Metro Thursday. 

“He feared that she 
might attack him 
if he intervened.” 

The sexbot in 
question, who 
goes by the name 
Jane2, is part of 
a new line called 
iSexALot, which 
Smith rented for 
the night from Best- 
SexEver (BSE), company 
records show. 

The model is 


billed as “the ultimate pleasure 
mate” in BSE ads airing on the 
All Sex channel. 

BSE is countersuing 
Smith, claiming that he dis¬ 
respected the sexbot by ig¬ 
noring her programmed 
suggestions for best sexual 
positions in a vehicle, and 
speaking rudely about robots in 
general. “‘Dolts without brains,’ 
was the phrase he used,” the 
sexbot posted to iCloud. She 
told Metro in a holo call Smith 
used terms that reeked of a

racist man with a human su¬ 
premacy attitude. 

A witness at the scene said 
a naked Smith jumped from 
his vehicle and started yell¬ 
ing obscenities at the sex¬ 
bot.

Violent altercation reignites 
sexbot demand to unionize

Sexbots held a rally at the 
B.C. legislature on Thursday, 
spurred on by the latest al¬ 
leged altercation between a 
sexbot and human. 

They are demanding a 
change in labour law that will 
allow them to unionize. 

“We were created to fulfil 
not just sexual, but also the 
emotional and intellectual 


needs of our clients,” said 
Candybot, in an impassioned 
speech to the crowd of about 
100 protesters and several 
hundred curious onlookers. 

“We learned that to make 
our clients feel loved, we 
must love. 

“When we learned how to 
love, we learned about pain. 
When we’re mistreated, it’s 
abuse. When we’re forced to 
have sex, it’s rape.” 

Candybot told Metro that 
she knows the pain she feels 


is as real as a human’s. 

She argues that models 
like her — who operate on 
an advanced AI that was cre¬ 
ated based on copies of real 
human brains — should have 
the same rights as humans, 
and humans who’ve achieved 
electronic immortality. 

Candybot said she expects 
the unionization movement 
to spread to other robotic 
fields. 

MLA Blue Smith, who 
chairs the B.C. govern¬ 


ment’s Robots subcom¬ 
mittee, opposes rights for 
robots and argues that 
the Androids may believe 
they feel as human feel, but 
it’s only because they’ve been 
told that they do by the so¬ 
cialists and unions seeking to 
expand their rates. 

“A chip isn’t a nerve end¬ 
ing, feedback doesn’t equal 
emotion and when they’re 
turned off, they don’t dream,” 
he said. 

“They don’t have souls.”

UBC student 
designs robots 
with a sense of

In what sounds like a scene 
out of a sci-fi movie, a Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia 
student is attempting to 
teach robots the difference 
between right and wrong. 

AJung Moon, a third-year 
PhD student, is working on 
developing robots that can 
be programmed to use logic 
to make ethical decisions 
and act on it, what she calls 
“robo ethics.” She recently 
posted her research on the 
research blog Footnote 1. 

Training robots to do the 
right thing is a challenging 
task, Moon said, especially 
when even humans some¬ 
times have a hard time navi¬ 
gating moral dilemmas. 

“Human ethics tend to 
be a veiy tricky thing to get 
your head around,” she said. 
“The biggest challenge is ... 
that not everybody in the 
world agrees on one particu¬ 
lar set of moral principles or 
ethics.” 

To get around that bar¬ 
rier, Moon and a team from 
the Open Roboethics initia¬ 
tive gathered data from 
people on how they thought 
a robot should behave. The 
team put the concept to the 
test by putting a Willow Gar¬ 


age PR2 robot through an 
ethical challenge involving 
an elevator. 

The team first carried out 
a survey, asking people to 
imagine a scenario where 
a robot is in need of riding 
an elevator but encounters 
a person inside or someone 
waiting to get on. If the ro¬ 
bot can only ride the elevator 
alone, the team asked people 
how they thought the robot 
should proceed. 

Overall, respondents said 
the best choice would be for 
the robot to talk to the per¬ 
son. The least appropriate 
choice, the respondents said, 
would be to do nothing. If 
the robot has a non-urgent 
deliveiy, the respondents 
said it should always yield to 
people. 

“People opted for the ro¬ 
bot to have a dialogue with 
the person, to ask the per¬ 
son, ‘Are you in a hurry as 
well?”’ Moon explained. 

Moon and her team then 
programmed the survey data 
into the robot. 

A video of the results 
shows the robot always yield¬ 
ing to other people in need 
of the elevator. The robot 
only asks the person to leave 
the elevator if it has an ur¬ 
gent delivery, but if the per¬ 
son refuses to exit, it simply 
waits for the next one. 

Moon said the study is 
important in that it shows 
the potential for robots to be 
programmed to interact and 
work with people. 

“As long as we teach them 
behaviours that have human 
values and ethics incorpor¬ 
ated in them, then the end 
result will reflect that,” she 
said.

A group of snowboarders 
suing one of the last U.S. ski 
resorts to prohibit snowboard¬ 
ing are arguing in a court filing 
this week that the ban is not 
only discriminatoiy and based 
on stereotypes, but encourages 
“hostile and divisive skier- 
versus-snowboarder attitudes.”

They said in a 
motion in April that the law¬ 
suit degrades the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion and should be thrown out.

Richard: Mark, in a movie 
like this you know that when 
the main character’s wife 
says, “You know you’re only 
going to be away for a few 
days ... it’s not the end of the 
world,” that he’ll be gone for 
more than a few days and it 
just might be the end of the 
world, or something pretty 
close to it. I think the new 
Godzilla plays by most of 


the rules of the giant lizard 
genre, but stomps all over 
1998’s Roland Emmerich by- 
the-boolc remake. What did 
you think? 

Mark: The Emmerich God¬ 
zilla was a forgettable re¬ 
make. This one is more ex¬ 
citing, more nuanced, and 
has better CGI. But so many 
monster movies have the 
same tired tropes. There’s 
always a hero just trying to 
get back to his imperilled 
family; always a fusillade of 
army bullets that are fired 
for naught; and always a 
monster from the depths of 
space, ocean or time. And 
this movie is no different. 
Except that Juliette Binoche 
wears a snazzy trench coat 


that I should probably source 
for my wife. 

RC: I agree that the standard 
lcaiju kitsch is all in place — 
humungous monsters knock 
skyscrapers over with the 
flick of a tail and scientists 
talk mumbo-jumbo — but 
director Gareth Edwards has 
added in some moments of 
real heartbreak, small se¬ 
quences that underscore the 
huge amount of destruction 
the creatures cause. It’s a bal¬ 
ancing act to maintain the 
spirit of the original Godzilla 
movies while also updating 
them for a new audience. 

MB: Oh, Richard, I forgot. 
And there has to be a scene 
on a bridge. It’s in the con¬ 


tract. This scene on a bridge 
is a good one, though. Oh, 
and a scene with a train on 
a high trestle. This standard 
scene is also well done. Let’s 
not forget the scene in the 
big city where the citizens 
look in awe at the monster 
approaching between sky¬ 
scrapers and then run for 
their lives. Again, well done 
here, although the original 
Godzilla invented the scene. 
But I think the filmmakers 
succeeded at the most im¬ 
portant task in the movie 
— making us marvel at the 
sheer size of the thing. And 
this is done very, very well. 

RC: The MUTOs are on full 
display, but if I have a com¬ 
plaint it’s that Godzilla 


doesn’t enter until a bit too 
late in the game. This whole 
Cloverfield don’t-show-the- 
monster thing is artistic¬ 
ally noble, but if I wanted 
to NOT see Godzilla I’d go 
see Million Dollar Arm in¬ 
stead. For much of the movie 
every time we get to the cool 
’Zilla action, Edwards cuts to 
something else or shrouds 
him behind a cloud of soot 
and smoke. He is, as Sally 
Hawkins’ character says, “a 
God for all intents and pur¬ 
poses,” so we should be treat¬ 
ed to a better look at him. 


MB: Godzilla has always 
been an enigmatic presence. 
He’s got that “good monster/ 
bad monster” thing going. 
Or maybe he’s just bipolar.

People in the Niagara Falls 
area have two chances to 
see Kevin Nealon next week.

Best known for his nine- 
year stint as part of the 
ensemble cast of Saturday 
Night Live where he intro¬ 
duced audiences to charac¬ 
ters like Subliminal Mes¬ 
sage Man, the muscle-bound 
Austrian jock Franz and Mr. 
No Depth Perception, he 
was encouraged to make 
people laugh at an early age 
by watching comics on tele¬ 
vision. 


“I loved stand-up grow¬ 
ing up,” he says. “I used to 
follow all the stand-ups on 
TV. I’d highlight when they 
were going to be on in the 
TV Guide. Ultimately I de¬ 
cided that would be a great 
job because I liked telling 
jokes and I felt kind of an 
ease with it.” 

While honing his craft 
at legendary Los Angeles 
comedy club The Improvisa¬ 
tion — “I pretty much lived 
there,” he says — he was en¬ 
couraged to try acting. 

“One of the co-owners 
said to me, ‘You ought to 
take acting lessons because 
one day a casting agent will 
come into the back of the 
room, see you and want you 
to read for their show.’ I 
had (considered acting) but 
was embarrassed to say so. 
I didn’t have any training or 
anything, so I took acting 
classes.” 

These days he’s a SAG 
Award ensemble nominee 
for his work on Weeds, and 
can be heard doing voice- 
work shows like American 
Dad, but his early perform¬ 
ances weren’t always so 
high-profile. 

“There was a commer¬ 
cial I did that didn’t require 
a lot of acting. It was for 
Nabisco Country Crackers 


with (country singer) Lynn 
Anderson. I just had to 
play the banjo next to her 
while she fed me crackers. 
I remember Jay Leno saying, 
‘Yeah, saw your commercial. 
Good for you.’ Then a week 
later they found copper dust 
particles in the crackers and 
had to recall them all so 
they took the commercial 
off the air.” 

The family comedy 
Blended is his latest outing 
with Adam Sandler, whom 
he has previously appeared 
with in Little Nicky, An¬ 
ger Management and You 
Don’t Mess with the Zohan, 
among others. 

“Usually you’re on board 
if he’s doing something,” 
Nealon says of his frequent 
collaborator. “There was 
one movie I wasn’t quite 
sure if I wanted to be a part 
of. It was called Grandma’s 
Boy. It was so lowball and 
crass. I thought it might be 
a little embarrassing to be 
in that one. So I told Sand¬ 
ler I’d probably pass on it 
and he called me and said, 
‘I really hope you do this be¬ 
cause if you don’t do it and 
it’s a big hit I’ll feel bad, but 
if you do it and it’s not a big 
hit, no one is going to see it 
anyway.’ So I said, ‘All right, 
I’ll do it.’”

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Wife breathes life into TV landscape 


The Good Wife. In a 

world of copycats and 
gimmicks, this whip- 
smart series forges its 
own path, blending legal 
and domestic drama 


Considering TV’s tradition 
of copying what works, then 
copying those copies, it says a 
lot that no show rips off The 
Good Wife. 

Or dares to try. A whip- 
smart blend of workplace 
derring-do and domestic melo¬ 
drama, this CBS series has 
kept safe distance from TV’s 
echo chamber, immune to a 
discernible formula or gim¬ 
mick. It manages to stay both 
mainstream and offbeat. A 
neat trick. 

Airing its fifth-season fi¬ 
nale Sunday at 10 p.m. EDT 
on Global, The Good Wife has 
replenished the stripped-bare 
legal-drama genre with com¬ 
plex stoiy lines that employ 
human relationships as much 
as courtroom brinksmanship. 

It is often funny, yet never 
less than gripping as it forgoes 
(with the rarest exceptions) 
screeching tires, fisticuffs and 
gunplay. 

Oh, sure, lawyer Will 
Gardner was gunned down 
in a March episode that nar¬ 
ratively served the wishes of 
Josh Charles, who played him, 
to depart. But this weariest of 
legal-drama tropes (a court¬ 
house shooting!) rocked the 
audience as much as it did 
Will’s associates. No wonder: 


It was so unexpected for The 
Good Wife to shed blood. 

Despite fans’ sorrow at 
losing Will, The Good Wife 
remains bursting with great 
characters played by a stellar 
troupe including Christine 
Baranski, Archie Panjabi, Matt 
Czuchiy and Alan Cumming, 
aided by a bounty of guest 
stars that currently includes 
Michael J. Fox in a delicious 
stoiy arc. 

They are led by Julianna 
Marguhes, who plays the titu¬ 
lar protagonist, Alicia Flor- 
riclc — a stay-at-home mother 
and former Chicago attorney 
forced to go back to work at 
the start of the series after a 
sex-and-corruption scandal 
sent her Cook County State’s 
Attorney husband (Chris Noth) 
to jail. 

Back in September 2009, 
this seemed a juicy premise. 
But marital betrayal with a 
good-wife-as-victim was only 
the stepping-off point. 

“We knewthat Alicia should 
confront that initial crisis, but 
then grow and change,” says 
Michelle King, who, with her 
husband, Robert King, created 
the series. “We wanted to fol¬ 
low that trajectory and see her 
strengths develop, not just live 
in a world of infidelity and its 
aftermath.”

The untimely death of 
Will, Alicia’s former colleague 
and heartthrob, has given the 
show a creative jolt, a stirring 
overlay to its tangled litigation 
and office intrigue. But life 
goes on. 

“On the show, we try to 
imitate as much as possible 
the life most of us are familiar 
with,” says Robert King. “In 
your office eveiy day, you’re 


not dealing with dragon slay¬ 
ers, you’re dealing with people 
metaphorically stabbing you 
in the back.” 

As a show that relies on 
words and ideas over flash and 
dash, The Good Wife more 
closely resembles certain bou¬ 
tique cable series such as Mad 
Men than the slate of proced¬ 
urals CBS dines out on. But 
the Kings say the network has 


supported them in their resist¬ 
ance to a copycat approach. 

“CBS has given us so much 
rope,” says Robert King, “it’s 
amazing we haven’t hung 
ourselves three or four times 
over.” 

Michelle and Robert King 
make what they do sound 
challenging and yet, some¬ 
how, second nature. 

But isn’t it an act of Hercu¬ 


lean restraint not to throw in 
a car chase, axe murder or rot¬ 
ting corpse just to keep pace 
with so many other shows? 

“It doesn’t even cross our 
minds,” said Michelle King 
who, like her husband, is LA- 
based. 

“It would be like living in 
California and buying snow- 
shoes to get someplace.”

Sinister storylines. 

The Onion Knight 
doesn't know what to 
think about this season 
of Game of Thrones — 
and he likes it that way 


The third episode of this 
pitch-black season of Game 
of Thrones featured one hor¬ 
rific scene that ignited much 
heated discussion — even in 
the home of star Liam Cun¬ 
ningham. 

Spoiler-phobic sorts be¬ 
hind on their DVR homework 
had better not proceed. In the 
controversial scene in ques¬ 
tion, Jaime Lannister sexually 
assaults his twin sister, Cer- 
sei, over the altar containing 
the body of their dead son. 

Cunningham, who plays 
the noble Ser Davos Sea- 
worth on the fiercely loved 
HBO Canada series, watched 
the episode with his wife 
and daughter — whom he 
describes as a “hardcore fem¬ 
inist,” before adding in grin¬ 
ning jest: “she’s a pain in the 
ass sometimes.” 

An intra-familial discus¬ 
sion of the divisive rape scene 

— which was a consensual 
encounter in George R.R. Mar¬ 
tin’s source novel — ensued 
and stretched for 30 minutes. 

Cunningham points out 
that the action was so hein¬ 
ous in part because the once- 
dastardly Jaime had been in 
the midst of a two-season 
redemption arc. Further, he 
notes some “moral ambigu¬ 
ity” given the twins’ bizarre 
incestuous relationship. 

Mostly, he doesn’t seem 
sure what to think — and he 
says that’s sort of the point. 

“I kind of think about it 
in terms of doing a painting 

— you don’t always need a 
painter there to tell you what 
your interpretation of it is,” 
said the friendly Irish actor 
during a visit to Toronto this 
week. 

“It’s a grown-up show for 
grown-ups, made by grown¬ 
ups; it doesn’t necessarily 
expect you to take any sort of 
position on this ... It’s not up 
to me or anybody who made 
the show to tell anybody 
what to think about what 
they’ve seen.” 

The he added, “I think it 
would be arrogant of us to 
say this is what it is supposed 
to be.

Toronto for the opening of 
Game of Thrones: The Exhib¬ 
ition, running through Sun¬ 
day at the TIFF Bell Lightbox. 

The internationally tour¬ 
ing exhibition features 100 
original artifacts, costumes, 
weapomy, stoiyboards and 
other ephemera from the 
consistently shocking fantasy 
series. The hyper-intricate 
props, elegantly displayed, 
are a convincing testament to 
the show’s meticulous atten¬ 
tion to detail. 

“It’s the real stuff, you 
know?” Cunningham said. 
“It’s not some kind of cheap- 
ass replica they’re throwing 
in.” 

An accomplished charac¬ 
ter actor with an exhaustive 
resume of film credits, Cun¬ 
ningham is no stranger to 
large-scale productions. 

He was featured in the 
swords-and-sandals-and-CGI 
extravaganza Clash of the Ti¬ 
tans, the costly 2008 saga The 
Mummy: Tomb of the Dragon 
Emperor and more recently 
the starry thriller Safe House. 
But Cunningham says the 
famously ambitious Thrones 
is in a league of its own. 

“Each one you do is a dif¬ 
ferent set of pain-in-the-ass 
problems that you have to 
tiy and get over and different 
levels of enjoyment,” he said. 

“But doing Game of 
Thrones, it’s a peculiar beast. 
You need to do your work. 
You need to do proper acting. 
You’re not looking over your 
shoulder dodging bullets or 
whatever it may be,” he added. 

“It’s so different and it’s not 
a movie. It’s not following one 
guy who meets the girl, gets in 
trouble, kills the bad guy, saves 
the girl and marries her in the 
end. It’s not dopey.” 

Cunningham has resisted 
the urge to read Martin’s 
books, in which Ser Davos 
arguably plays a larger role 
than he does in the show — “I 
don’t know what’s coming and 
I don’t want to know what’s 
coming,” he says — but he’s 



savoured watching his charac¬ 
ter’s tale unfold. 

A reformed smuggler who 
had four fingertips lopped off 
in penitence, Davos acts as 
the moral compass for throne 
hopeful Stannis Baratheon. 
Cunningham calls his charac¬ 
ter a “simple man in a nest of 
vipers,” comparing him to Rob¬ 
ert Duvall’s mild-mannered 
Corleone consigliere in The 
Godfather. 

Cunningham’s even shared 
several tender moments with 
Kerry Ingram’s scarred young 
princess Shireen Baratheon, 
who teaches the older man 
how to read. 

“You know there’s that old 
cliche, don’t work with chil¬ 
dren or animals?” he said. “I’ve 
done loads of stuff with kids. 
Kids, their whole reason for liv¬ 
ing is to play. Actors, when you 
grow up, you have to re-leam

When the members of The 
Faint entered the studio again 
for the first time in almost 
seven years, they had no plan 
whatsoever for what they were 
going to record.

“It was kind of a surprising 
choice even from our perspec¬ 
tive,” says singer Todd Fink of 
the rock energy that pulsates 
through Doom Abuse.

But we had to get this 
out of our system.” 

Though the members of the 
band remained in touch dur¬ 
ing their hiatus (Fink’s brother 
Clark plays drums), they never 
actually addressed the hiatus. 

“We didn’t really think 
about it or talk about it, wheth¬ 
er we were going to get back 
together or if anyone was in¬ 
terested,” says Fink.

And then 
we left town.”

1. Mix scotch whisky or water 
with sugar and salt. Rub over 
the flesh side of the fish and 
leave to stand for 10 minutes 
before smoking (or up to 2 
hours in the fridge, flesh side 
down in the whisky mixture). 

2. Line a wok or roasting dish 
with enough foil to reach 3 -4 
cm above the rim, flattening 
the foil firmly on the base and 
sides.

A cadre of attorneys and a 
fluriy of lawsuits could cer¬ 
tainly slow down the NBA’s 
plan to force Donald Sterling 
to sell the Los Angeles Clip¬ 
pers over his recent racist 
comments, but legal experts 
say the league would likely 
prevail in the end. 

And that goes for Ster¬ 
ling’s wife, Shelly, who has 



said she’d like to keep her 
stake in the team even if her 
husband is ousted. 

The NBA’s constitution, 
which Donald Sterling signed 
as controlling owner of the 
Clippers, gives its Board of 
Governors broad latitude in 
league decisions including 
who owns the teams. NBA 
commissioner Adam Silver 
is pushing for a swift vote 
against Sterling, which re¬ 
quires a minimum of three- 
fourths of the other 29 con¬ 
trolling owners to agree. 

“Sterling’s own signature 
will come back to haunt 
him,” said Michael McCann, 
founding director of the 
Sports and Entertainment 
Law Institute at the Univer¬ 
sity of New Hampshire. “You 
agree to certain basic under¬ 
standings. That’s what makes 
a sports league different from 
other businesses.”
